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India and Nonalignment 


India, despite charges from some quarters, Is 
not turning towards Moscow, according to Prune 
Minister Indira Gandhi. 
In fact, the prim e m inister, addressing a large 
gathering in New Delhi last month, actually ridi­ 
culed talk that her party was pro-Communist. 
Questioned specifically about reports abroad that 
India increasingly has been turning in the direct­ 
ion of Moscow.

At least they do not appear, under such an iden­ 
tification, as an enemy of their aggressive, power­ 
ful neighbor.

Gandhi says 
India plans no change in its policy of nonalignment 
at the present. “ Why do we jump hedges before 
we come to them ," she asks. 


PROBABLY, IF MRS. GANDHI is still

m inister when and if the Chinese next attack In­ 
dia, her method of jumping that "hedge" will be 
the same as the Indian government’s response to 
the Chinese attack in 1962—a direct appeal to the 
United States for a massive U.S. military aid pro­ 
gram ." 
It worked then, so why not again? 
But Prim e Minister Gandhi and India m ay find 
things different this time. The antiwar students 
and a substantial number of congressmen sympa­ 
thetic to other causes may make it impossible for 
the United States to bail India out of trouble again.

Why the Delay? 


The very belated aid the Soviet Union is sending 
to Peru gives rise to interesting conjecture. 
One can’t help but wonder whether the delay was 
due to Russian inefficiency and bureaucratic bung­ 
ling or because the Soviet Union is not hum anitar­ 
ian to the sam e degree as the United States it sim ­ 
ply didn’t think about sending aid until after the 
United States, in its compassion, rushed m aterial 
aid to the suffering people of Peru. 
W’ere the Russians shamed into sending a mercy 
fleet of 65 airplanes containing supplies and medi­ 
cal personnel by the acts of assistance of the Unit­ 
ed States and other nations? Or did they see them­ 
selves suffering considerable political damage be­ 
cause of their indifference? 
The Russians obviously are trying to recoup 
some of their political fortune in Peru on the the­ 
ory that it is better to be late than never But their 
over-all behavior in the wake of the earthquake 
disaster in Peru should be an eye-opener to the 
rest of the world. 


ask Congress to implement the findings through 
appropriate legislation. 
'HUS IS HOW A rational system would work. Un­ 
fortunately, human beings are not always rational. 
They are often competitive, prejudiced and self- 
seeking. They are also by nature crisis-oriented. 
Speaking of transportation, who could have fore­ 
seen 50 years ago the tremendous growth of the au­ 
tomobile, or, having foreseen it, have persuaded 
the nation to invest in highway rights of way that 
would be needed a half-century later? 
Speaking of pollution, who could have foreseen 
the environmental consequences of our fabulous in­ 
dustrial development and gotten the laws passed 
that might have averted the problem that now 
faces us? 
Johnson himself notes that I years ago the Hoo­ 
ver Commission recommended the elimination of 
two-thirds of the agencies reporting to the presi­ 
dent, and since then there has been a vast prolif­ 
eration of agencies and commissions and task for­ 
ces. 
NEVERTHELESS, AS he says, “The prim e busi­ 
ness of government is to look 
ahead, 
recognize 
trends and practices that hold the seeds of social 
problems, then chart the courses that best serve 
the ambitions and interests of the greater number 
of citizens.’’ 
This becomes daily more true as our lives become 
more crowded and 
complicated and as 
govern­ 
m ent’s influence and importance steadily expands. 
A priorities board might not be able to solve any 
problems but It cou’d do much to help us recognize 
them before they reached crisis proportions, 
Johnson supports a bill introduced by Rep. Em i­ 
lio Daddario, D-Conn.. to establish an “ early warn­ 
ing" system to identify the probable consequences, 
good or bad. of technological developments and to 
provide the machinery’ for establishing priorities. 
That was back in 1967. and the bill is still in 
committee.

The Senate has passed a bill 
to relieve the industry of

passenger trains Federal loan 
guarantees are being proposed 
by the Departm ent of Transpor­ 
tation, and Hie Interstate Com­ 
m erce Commission is consider­ 
ing the approval of various m er­ 
gers to promote lower costs and 
more effective service. Experts 
hope that changes made 
now 
will pay off eventually. 
The whole problem is not one 
to be disposed of in a few 
months. Finances pose a diffi­ 
culty at present for many of 
the rail lines, especially since 
the Inflationary spiral has mov­ 
ed costs up higher than freight 
rates. Railroad wage scales, for 
instance, have been rising, and 
the prices of m aterials and sup­ 
plies have been increasing.

WHEN THE PENN Central, 
which takes care of 35 per cent 
(rf the rail passengers 
in 
the 
United States, lost 105 million 
dollars in 1969 on passenger 
service and dropped 
27 trains 
last year, the stockholders be­ 
cam e concerned. Also, the fi­ 
nancial outlook became cloudy 
as some of the creditors began 
to raise questions about solven­ 
cy. If the government had back­ 
ed the loan, it would have im­ 
plied that the strong hand of 
the federal treasury would have 
prevented 
any 
bankruptcy. 
There axe other railroads which 
are dependent upon the Penn 
Central, and they, too, are fac­ 
ing difficulties. 
The 
Penn 
Central 
incident 
has helped to upset the stock 
m arket. 
Much 
attention 
has 
been given to the cash liquidity 
of corporations, and undoubted­ 
ly business sentim ent has been 
characterized by a new wave of 
anxiety. All of this, of course, 
is more or less psychological, 
because the fundamental sound­ 
ness of the American financial 
structure is one that would nor­ 
mally not even be questioned if 
such incidents as the Penn Cen­ 
tral episode had not occurred. 
The need now is for a restora­ 
tion of confidence, and this is, 
as it always has been, the prin­ 
cipal task of government 
in 
times of crisis. 


IT DOES LOOK, however, as 
if the entire subject should have 
been reviewed more carefully 
by m em bers of Congress along 
with the administration so fi­ 
nancial aid of some type could 
have saved a big railroad from 
bankruptcy at a critical Hme in 
the nation’s economic history. 
Also, the government has too 
long delayed a solution of the 
rail problem itself. H ie country 
needs all forms of transporta­ 
tion. including rail. Transit be­ 
tween big cities can still 
be 
taken care of, especially in bad 
weather, by the rail systems, 
and large quantities of freight 
can be moved, thus relieving to 
a large extent the congestion 
on the highways.
